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Hew care 
centre to 
bring in 
jobs boost 

THIRTY jobs will be creat¬ 
ed when an urgent care cen¬ 
tre opens at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in April. 

The new service, accessed 
via the emergency depart¬ 
ment, will replace the exist¬ 
ing walk-in centre at Holly 
Hall and is expected to treat 
more than 160,000 patients 
a year. It is hoped the centre 
will help to reduce pressure 
on A&E. 

Mailing Health has been 
awarded the five-year 
£18million contract to run 
the 24/7 service. 

Some 30 clinical and 
non-clinical workers will 
move to the new base. New 
staff will be recruited to 
take to total up to 60. 

Dr Steve Mann, from 
Dudley CCG said: “The 
walk-in centre at Holly 
Hall will close on March 31. 
From this date, all patients 
who think they have an 
emergency medical problem 
should go to the urgent care 
centre. 

“We are confident this will 
offer a real improvement in 
care for all patients.” 

More than 3,000 people 
responded to a consultation 
on the closure of the walk-in 
centre, while hundreds of 
people signed a petition call¬ 
ing for it to remain open. 

Dudley CCG says the ur¬ 
gent care service will be bet¬ 
ter as it will open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

Talk on top 
town figure 

A TWO-hour workshop is 
taking place about a Black 
Country figure who helped 
spark the industrial revo¬ 
lution.

FRUSTRATED residents blighted by 
a towering pile of rubbish could see 
their misery end as plans were re¬ 
vealed for 94 flats on the site. 

Developers have submitted the housing 
plans for the land in Moor Street, Brierley Hill. 
The mountain of waste at the former Refuse 


Derived Fuel Ltd ind 
reached 40ft and has 
plagued residents for 
six years. 

Company director Robert 
McNaughton was jailed in 
December 2013 for failing to 
remove it. Neighbours have 
been demanding a clean-up 
since 2009. 

The jail sentence ap¬ 
peared to have brought an 
end to the saga, but, more 
than a year later, a 19ft- 
high pile still remains in 
Moor Street. 

Now developer J and V 
Kelly Ltd has submitted the 
flats proposal. 

Replenish 

The agent acting on its 
behalf, Marson Rathbone 
Taylor Architects, said the 
development would rid the 
area of an ‘appalling site’ 
and ‘replenish’ the area. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted with the 
plans said: “The site has be¬ 
come under utilised allowing 
the waste pile to gradually 
become larger, causing a 
nuisance and health hazard 
to the site and local area. 

“Due to the misuse of the 
land, the pile of rubbish has 
caused disturbances to the 
local people and started a 
campaign to remove the 
rubbish. 

“The appalling site has 
become a huge problem and 
needs to be removed, the

Environmental Agency is 
now involved and the prob¬ 
lem is acknowledged by the 
people responsible for the 
site.” 

Ward councillor Rachel 
Harris, who has led the 
campaign to clear the waste 
pile, said people living near 
the site had suffered for too 
long but was ‘optimistic’ the 
plan would bring the resi¬ 
dents’ nightmare to an end. 

She said: “From the views 
that people have given us, 
they want the land along 
Moor Street be a mixed use 
of housing and industry. 

“This is a good sign as far 
as I’m concerned because it 
shows somebody is listening 
to what people want. We do 
need good-quality housing 
in the area. 

“It has gone on for far too 
long. It has been there so 
long vegetation has grown 
on it, and it is costing the 
council money having to 
monitor the site.”

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Cab app Uber arrives in West Midlands 


IT’S the new way to hail a cab and 
it’s all done with the touch of a but¬ 
ton on a smartphone — controver¬ 
sial taxi company Uber has arrived 
in Birmingham. 

The operation sees customers 
download an app, which allows 
them to order a car directly from 
the nearest driver and get details 
of the estimated waiting time and 
journey cost. 


There are no telephone calls as 
everything is done through the app 
in moments. 

GPS is used to put passengers in 
touch with the closest drivers to the 
pick-up location. 

The second city has become the 
fourth in the UK to be targeted by 
the American firm which now oper¬ 
ates in more than 50 countries. 

The app works out the cost of 


journeys and cab drivers say it is the 
same as using a taxi meter, which 
only black cabs are legally entitled 
to use. 

But Uber hasn’t been welcomed 
everywhere. Thousands of cabbies 
in London brought the capital to a 
standstill last summer as they pro¬ 
tested against the smartphone app. 

Uber has also faced protests from 
other taxi firms in the past over its 


registration as a car-sharing busi¬ 
ness, meaning it does not face the 
same legislation and checks as taxis. 

The company was banned in New 
Delhi last year over rape allega¬ 
tions against one of its drivers. It 
has since added a panic button and 
tracking features to its taxi hailing 
app in India. 

It launched for customers in Bir¬ 
mingham and Solihull last week.

A BLUE plaque honouring 
Electric Light Orchestra’s 
Kelly Groucutt was set to be 
given the nod this week. 

The family of the bass 
player and occasional singer 
asked for the English Herit¬ 
age plaque to be placed on 
the house in Gough Road, 
Coseley, where he grew up. 

The request was being 
earmarked for approval by 
Councillor Hilary Bills, Dud¬ 
ley Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and 
culture, ahead of a meeting 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

It will be the sixth blue 
plaque installed in Dudley 
and the first to be placed on 
a privately-owned property.

Suspended 
sentence 
for man in 
bar attack 

A THUG who smashed a 
bar stool over a man’s head 
in a Coseley pub has avoided 
an immediate jail term. 

Recorder Ciaran Rankin 
told Lloyd Gould he had 
escaped prison ‘by the skin 
of his teeth’ following the 
attack in the Painters Arms. 

Prosecuting, Mr Edward 
Soulsby told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard that 
Gould, aged 38, of Summer- 
hill Road, was out with his 
father on August 24 when a 
man asked him to buy him 
a drink. He refused and the 
victim called him names. 
Gould then launched the 
attack after the man argued 
with his father. 

CCTV footage showed 
him sending the victim 
sprawling at the bar with a 
blow to the head. A volley of 
kicks and punches followed, 
then Gould smashed a bar 
stool over his head. The vic¬ 
tim suffered black eyes, cuts 
and swelling to his face. 

Mr Richard Franck, de¬ 
fending, said Gould was 
ashamed and apologetic. 

Gould admitted assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm. He was jailed for 
eight months, suspended for 
two years with two years su¬ 
pervision and a three month 
curfew. He must pay £500 
compensation and complete 
100 hours of unpaid work. 

Councillors' 
fees to rise 

COUNCILLORS in Dudley 
borough have received a 2.2 
per cent rise in their allow¬ 
ances - despite the authority 
having to make £27 million 
of cuts. 

Councillors have been 
given the rise to keep pace 
with the increase in wages 
for council workers. 

The basic allowance will 
increase from £9,393 to ap¬ 
proximately £9,600. 

UKIP councillors have re¬ 
jected the offer, saying the 
money should be spent on 
front line services instead. 

Councillor Paul Broth- 
wood described the hike as 
an “insult to the taxpayers 
of Dudley borough.” 


Prayer hall 'no' 

A PLAN to create a prayer 
hall and community centre 
for Muslims in Old Hill has 
been refused by councillors 
over a lack of parking spac¬ 
es. Concerns were raised 
over the building in Hale¬ 
sowen Road as just 30 park¬ 
ing spaces would have been 
created. 


Tributes to respected politician and governor 



Harry Nottingham 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a for¬ 
mer teacher, councillor, magistrate 
and school governor who has died 
aged 81. 

Harry Nottingham had a long 
career representing Wordsley and 
Kingswinford South on Dudley 
Council, during which he acted as 
a mentor for some of the current 
generation of politicians, including 
Dudley South MP Chris Kelly. 

Mr Kelly said: “Harry was a great 
gentleman and a true friend. He 
was a skilled chairman of Dudley 
South Conservative Association and 


an assiduous, liked and respected 
Wordsley councillor. I valued enor¬ 
mously his sage advice and wisdom. 
He will be greatly missed by many. 

“Harry was in his working life a 
local headteacher who set count¬ 
less scores of young adults on their 
course in life having made a big im¬ 
pression on their education. He was 
a truly great man.” 

Mr Nottingham, who lived in 
Lawnswood Avenue, Wordsley, had 
two spells as a councillor, the first 
when he represented Kingswinford 
South between 1991 and 1995 and 


the second as councillor for Words¬ 
ley between 2006 and 2010. He was 
also a governor of Crestwood School 
in Bromley Lane, Kingswinford, be¬ 
tween 1991 and 2012. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader 
of the Conservative group at the 
council, said: “I always remember in 
my younger days he was well liked 
on the Conservative group and if 
you needed advice you could always 
go to him. He was always the perfect 
gentleman and would try to find a 
solution to your problems.” 

Tony Bowles, headteacher at 


Crestwood School, said: “Harry was 
a popular and well respected gover¬ 
nor. He oversaw many changes in 
the school including the building 
of a new sports hall to improve the 
facilities for our students. He was 
a very hard-working governor and 
always very supportive.” 

The leader of Dudley Council, 
councillor Pete Lowe said: “Whilst 
we did not always see eye to eye, I 
always found him to be the most 
courteous individual. It is a real sad 
day for public services that people 
like Harry are no longer with us.” 


History dig could delay 
start of work on car park 


AN ARCHAEOLOGICAL dig will need to take 
place before a £2.5 million car park can be 
built in Dudley town centre. 

Work on the 250-space multi-storey in Tower 
Street must wait for the investigations to be carried 
out. Dudley Council says it wants to examine the site 
because it has been occupied since mediaeval times. 

The site earmarked for the car park is next to the Grade 


Council aims 
to reduce 
energy bills 

DUDLEY Council will spend 
£140,000 on cost-cutting 
schemes aimed at slashing 
its energy and water bills. 

Swimming pool covers for 
the borough’s leisure cen¬ 
tres, new heating systems 
and energy efficient lighting 
are among the measures 
planned by the authority. 

The council is also consid¬ 
ering additional insulation 
at its buildings. 

An ‘energy manager’ has 
been appointed with the 
task of cutting its annual 
£7m bill for the 800 proper¬ 
ties it owns across the bor¬ 
ough. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said the 
money spent on the schemes 
would be recouped through 
the savings in the future. 

Further consideration is 
being given to the level of 
insulation in all major coun¬ 
cil buildings, along with ex¬ 
isting heating systems and 
controls. 

The initial £140,000 in¬ 
vestment in schemes of this 
nature will be recovered 
through the savings they 
will create each year, she 
said. 


II listed Baylies Hall and 
opposite Dudley College’s 
Dudley Evolve campus. 

The plan aims to attract 
more people to the town 
centre by increasing the 
amount of parking. 

Designs for the car park 
will be submitted to Dudley 
Council in March, depend¬ 
ing on what the archaeolo¬ 
gists unearth after work on 
the dig starts this week. 

Transport boss Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“It’s very important that we 
carry out full investigations 
of the land before any works 
start on the site. 

“We have appointed ar¬ 
chaeologists to carry out ap¬ 
propriate investigations in 
case there are any substan¬ 
tial finds from the mediaeval 
period. 

“I hope any discoveries 
won’t adversely affect our 
time-line for getting the 
work started on this much- 
needed car park.” 

Archaeologists have also 
have been at Dudley Market 
where work is taking place 
on a £6.7m scheme. Experts 
uncovered shells of oysters, 
which were a popular fast 
food 400 years ago, and doz¬ 
ens of bottles of shoe polish 
dating back to the 1700s 
were discovered. 

It is hoped the car park 
will prove popular for shop¬ 
pers visiting the new-look 
market. 

New stalls, canopies and 
lighting will help breathe 
new life into the market as 
part of the overhaul.

YOU sow the wind, you reap the whirlwind. The fires that 
consumed a Jordanian pilot are as nothing compared to 
the inferno of white-hot bomb blasts that Jordan is now 
unleashing against Islamic State. Whoever coined the 
phrase “revenge is a dish best enjoyed cold” had never 
piloted an F-16. 

WE all have our individual stagger-threshold, the point at 
which we are staggered by things. Martin Wheatley, chief 
executive of the Financial Conduct Authority, seems to 
have a very low one. Fie told the Commons Treasury Se¬ 
lect Committee: “I think it’s quite clear that the number of 
scandals that we’ve seen in financial services, particularly 
in banks, has been staggering.” Mr Wheatley is staggered 
only because he seems to believe that bankers are fine up¬ 
standing people who enter the moneylending profession 
in order to spread happiness and prosperity among their 
fellow men.

THEY still don’t get it, do they? Rachel Reeves, Labour’s 
shadow work and pensions secretary, was banging on 
about the benefits of a full month’s paternity leave. She de¬ 
clared: “Good employers like 
Asda, National Grid and Citi¬ 
bank are already giving more 
than the statutory paternity 
leave.” She referred repeat¬ 
edly to “good employers.” 
After a while you twigged that 
when Ms Reeves says “good 
employers” what she actual¬ 
ly means is “big employers.” 
Reeves worked as an econo¬

YOU read it here first. In December this column carried 
words of warning from a reader worried about the new 
generation of smart TVs with voice recognition and an 
internal microphone. The technology allows the seriously 
idle to change channel simply by bellowing “Sky” at the 
telly. My reader asked: “If the microphone is active, what 
else might be transmitted from one’s living room or even 
bedroom?” Good question. The answer came this week 
when it emerged that Samsung’s privacy policy includes 
this advice for buyers using the voice-command software: 
“If your spoken words include personal or other sensitive 
information, that information will be among the data cap¬ 
tured and transmitted to a third party.” It may be 31 years 
late but doesn’t it sound just like Nineteen Eighty-Four?

'Hamburger island' plan for junction 


MORE than 450 people took part 
in a second consultation over plans 
to overhaul the notoriously con¬ 
gested Birchley Island at Oldbury, 
said council bosses as they revealed 
the process had cost hundreds of 
pounds. 

Sandwell Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Darren Cooper, told officers to 
conduct a new inquiry with the pub¬ 
lic after plans for the ‘hamburger is¬ 


land’ plan failed to win the backing 
of the majority of the public. 

In the latest consultation, 463 
people took part with 83 per cent 
voting in favour of the hamburger 
island over a scheme for a traffic 
light controlled junction similar to 
Burnt Tree on the Sandwell and 
Dudley border. 

Council officials said they spent a 
further £400 on the second consul¬ 


tation having already spent £554 for 
the initial public consultation. 

The authority spent around 
£600,000 drawing up the business 
cases for the four options initially, 
of which the traffic light junction 
and the ‘hamburger island’ were 
the final two schemes shortlisted. 

The £12.7 million hamburger 
island is so called because the 
roundabout is effectively split in 


two with the Wolverhampton Road 
reconstructed so that it would pass 
through the current island in both 
directions next to the electricity 
sub-station. 

There will also be four lanes 
from the M5 junction to and from 
Birchley Island and traffic signals 
from the Churchbridge approach. 
The plan is due to be ratified by the 
council’s cabinet in coming weeks. 


Company fined after 
worker suffers injuries 


A STEEL processing firm has been fined 
£12,000 after a worker suffered horrific inju¬ 
ries when his arm was trapped in a machine. 

Matthew Collins was cleaning rotating rollers at 
Cooper and Jackson Ltd in Brierley Hill when his 
arm was pulled between them. 

A colleague attempted to free him by reversing the roll¬ 
ers but when he pressed the reverse button Mr Collins was 


instead dragged in further, 
up to his shoulder. 

The 42-year-old, from 
Stourbridge, suffered a 
punctured lung as well as 
fractures to five ribs, his 
collarbone, shoulder blade 
and elbow. He also suffered 
serious burns to his chest, 
caused by the rollers coming 
into contact with his skin. 

He was in hospital for 
more than a month and was 
later re-admitted following 
an infection. 

Counselling 

Mr Collins has been un¬ 
able to work since and 
is having counselling for 
post-traumatic stress. 

A Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive (HSE) investigation 
into the incident, which 
happened on March 20, 
2014, found the company 
had not carried out a risk as¬ 
sessment for the cleaning of 
the machine, which presses 
steel. It also found staff had 
not been trained in how to 
clean the machine safely. 

Magistrates in Dudley 
were told the company, 
based on the Pedmore Road 
Industrial Estate, failed to

ensure the safety of its em¬ 
ployees. 

Paul Cooper, prosecuting 
on behalf of the HSE, said it 
was known by some workers 
at the factory that the ma¬ 
chine’s reverse button was 
not working. 

The court heard the 
bosses at Cooper and Jack- 
son had complied fully with 
the investigation and had 
since ensured the factory 
met relevant safety stand¬ 
ards. 

Andrew Roach, defending, 
told magistrates: “There is 
now a safe system in place 
to ensure no such accident 
happens again. 

“My client accepts the 
system in place was not 
what it should have been. 

“It is the hope of both the 
company and Mr Collins 
that he will be able to return 
to work.” 

The firm pleaded guilty 
to breaching the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

The company must also 
pay £1,181 in court costs.

“This sends out a very clear 
message, that if people fail 
to clear up after their pets 
we will do everything in our 
power to prosecute them. 

“In this case, a costly visit 
to court could have been 
avoided if he had simply 
cleaned up after his dog, or 
at least paid the fixed pen¬ 
alty notice, or answered the 
reminder letter. 

“We work very hard with 
people to keep this borough 
clean and tidy.” 

Ambulance 
hours are lost

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Pub plan 
lodged at 
derelict 
club site 

A FORMER club build¬ 
ing in Quarry Bank is to 
be turned into a pub under 
plans to bring the derelict 
and boarded up site back 
into use. 

Proposals have been sub¬ 
mitted to Dudley Council 
for a change of use at the 
former Liberal club, in High 
Street, which have been 
backed by officers. 

Members of the council’s 
planning committee will 
decide on the scheme at a 
meeting on February 24.

In a report to the commit¬ 
tee, officers say the building 
is in the heart of the town 
where it would be expected 
to find a range of shops, 
takeaways, homes and pubs.

Zoo restoration work ahead of schedule

RESTORATION of an iconic animal enclo¬ 
sure at Dudley Zoo dating back to the 1930s 
is months ahead of schedule and is already 
nearing completion. 

Finishing touches are being made to the 
bear ravine, one of the Castle Hill attrac¬ 
tion’s historic Tecton buildings, and Kiosk 
One, with the bulk of the project now fin¬ 
ished. Work was originally due for comple¬ 
tion nearer to Easter. 

The timescale means workers have been 
able to move on to another of the site’s Tec- 
ton structures, the sealion enclosure. 

The pair of symmetrical pools, which sit 


in the original moat of Dudley Castle, are 
being thoroughly cleaned in preparation for 
repairs to the sealion houses. 

Construction supervisor Carlo Diponio 
is working with specialist concrete re¬ 
pairer Martin Baker and apprentices Aaron 
Gelder and Nathan Beaman on the project. 

The repair programme will take around 
12 weeks to complete - with a full week 
needed to clean the left side of the Sealion 
Pool. 

The zoo presently has only one sealion, 
26-year-old Cleo. Each side of the pool will 
be worked on individually so she can use 


one while the other is being worked on. Of¬ 
ficials said they would look at increasing the 
number of sealions at the attraction follow¬ 
ing completion of the restoration. Bosses 
also plan to begin work on the old reptiliary. 

Spokesman Jill Hitchman said: “It is 
literally only the final touches which are 
being added to the Bear Ravine and Kiosk 
One now.

AFTER 60 years gathering met¬ 
aphorical dust, the sequel to 
Harper Lee’s To Kill a Mocking¬ 
bird will finally reach our book¬ 
shelves this summer. 

No doubt English teachers 
across the country will be sal¬ 
ivating with excitement, but I 
don’t think I will be queuing to 
grab the first copy. 

Actually, To Kill a Mockingbird, 
a tale of injustice and prejudice 
in 1930s Alabama, taught me all 
I know about English literature, 
although probably not in the way 
that my teachers intended. 

One can only assume that 
those who drew up the English 
literature syllabus at the time 
thought that including a 20th 
century novel from across the 
Atlantic probably made them 
seem a bit trendy and edgy. 

You know, ‘never mind all that 
stuffy old Dickens, we’re down 
with the kids and tackling re¬ 
al-life social issues, daddy oh!’ 
Or words to that effect. 

Anyway, having read the book 
from cover to cover, we were 
tasked with writing a review, 
outlining our thoughts on the 
work. And truculent teenager 
that I was, I said I didn’t like it. 
Something along the lines that it 
lacked nuance, and seemed to 
be more about pushing a per¬ 
sonal, idealogical message with 
the subtlety of a sledgehammer, 
rather than about entertaining 
the reader. In other words, it was 
a bit like EastEnders. 

Oh, my teacher’s reaction, I 
can still remember it now. The 
exasperation coupled with dis¬ 
belief. How could I, a teenage 
boy, take it upon myself to crit¬ 
icise one of the great authors of 
our time? Perhaps looking back, 
almost three decades later, he 
probably had a bit of a point. But 
I was 15, and not given to con¬ 
sidered opinion. 

Anyway, diligent so-and-so 
that I was, I did as instructed, 
and re-wrote the review stating 
precisely what I was supposed 
to say, something about the 
‘mockingbird motif, whatever 
that was, and how beautifully 
drawn the characters were. “It is 
undoubtedly an excellent novel,” 
was my conclusion if I remember 
rightly. 

And it did the trick, top marks. 
So when it came to the next 
book on the syllabus, which 
was an even more worthy - in 
other words, dull - tome about 
apartheid in South Africa, I knew 
exactly what to do. I read about 
a third of the book: something 
about ‘all roads lead to Johan¬ 
nesburg’ was all I remember, 
which is pretty much the sort of 
information you can get from a 
road atlas. And having managed 
80 or so pages, I then wrote an 
essay about what an excellent 
piece of work it was, trotting out 
all the establishment lines I had 
been directed to by my teachers. 
Bingo! Top marks again. 

It proved to be a winning for¬ 
mula, which could be adapted 
for anything from Ted Hughes 
to Shakespeare. Don’t have an 
opinion, just trot out what the 
academics want to hear.

Signs serve as a 
window into past 


The businesses may have 
long gone but they have 
left behind their mark, as 
ADAM BURLING explains 

THEY hark back to a bygone 
era - the cheery signs, hand- 
painted on brickwork, extolling 
the virtues of everything from 
boots to beer. 

Many advertise businesses that 
have long since closed down, with 
some of these so-called ghost signs 
dating back to Victorian and Ed¬ 
wardian times. 

Some are protected and will remain for 
generations to come. Others have been 
left to fade away on gables of home and 
corner shops. For many passers-by these 
signs are just part of the landscapes - 
with little thought given to their signif¬ 
icance or historical links - for others a 
fascinating window into the past. 

Clues 

Staffordshire and the Black Country 
are home to scores of these signs - with 
many featuring in a new online national 
archive of more than 1,000 images - set 
up as people delve for clues as to their 
origins. 

One of the most noticeable in the 
Black Country is an advertisement for 
Hanson’s Mild Ale on a bridge over Bir¬ 
mingham New Road in Dudley. Passed 
by thousands of drivers each day, it is in 
a prime location that would cost firms a 
small fortune to rent out nowadays. 

And it even has the slogan ‘A strong 
link with the past’ penned above - a 
phrase which has taken on a different 
meaning since the firm closed in 1991, 
despite producing one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s most famous milds for more than 
100 years. 

Overlooking Wolverhampton’s ring 
road is a well-preserved smart black and

white sign for shoemakers James Baker 
& Sons Ltd, on the side of the firm’s old 
factory in Cleveland Road. The empty 
building is now up for let but is Grade 
II listed, meaning it is classed as being 
of ‘national importance’. 

Also in the city the old W Evans iron¬ 
mongers sign in School Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton is still preserved in brickwork, 
despite the shop itself being long gone. 

Mystery surrounds the origins of the 
Ale & Porter Stores sign above a dis¬ 
used unit in Upper Villiers Street, Wol¬ 
verhampton. Residents believe that was 


in Wolverhampton Road, Cannock 

the original name of the corner shop, 
but online forums have failed to find 
out any more. 

Sometimes the signs do not always 
fit in with the business that has subse¬ 
quently taken over the shop - such as 
The Tool Market in Great Bridge High 
Street that sits below an advert for 
Twinings Tea featuring the Little Miss 
Barber character. 

A little girl wearing a frilly, striped 
dress, Little Miss Barber was also seen 
on adverts for Orantips Tea - includ¬ 
ing one in Stafford Street, Walsall on 


the side of the ‘HiRez’ design and print 
shop. The historical importance of the 
sign was used in an application to add 
the building to the ‘list of local architec¬ 
tural and historic interest’ in Walsall in 
2005/6, although it has since been par¬ 
tially covered by a modern advertising 
board. 

Little Miss Barber also appears on 
painted advertisements for Barber’s 
and Twining teas in Crankhall Lane, 
Wednesbury and Shaftmoor Lane, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Elsewhere in Walsall, a Harper’s Bil¬ 
ston Noted Ales & Stout advertisement 
can be seen over the Hole in the Wall 
fabric store in Goodall Street. It was 
for RA Harper’s Hill Park Brewery of 
Bilston, which was acquired by Eley’s 
Brewery of Stafford in 1924 and closed 
in 1928 when Eley’s was taken over by 
Butler’s of Wolverhampton. 

Nip-a-Kofs, black cough sweets were a 
popular item of stock at grocery shop H 
Hopley’s - which was opened in 1947 in 
Wolverhampton Road, Cannock by Hu¬ 
bert Hopley. 

Secret 

Made to a secret recipe they were a 
must have for Black Country workers as 
it offered a solution to the throat irrita¬ 
tion from the dust in the pits. 

Hangers enamel paint is another 
long-defunct brand that can still be 
seen in Walsall Road, West Bromwich. 
The advert urges people to buy it from 
Hopkins, which, it is believed, was once 
a hardware store in the area. 

The Express & Star has an advert 
above the old Television and Video 
Centre in Ridding Lane, Wednesbury. 
Promoting the Wednesbury & District 
edition, it has become a well-known 
sight. 

Sam, an advertising worker, became 
fascinated with the historic logos he saw 
above old buildings, so started a blog and 
within weeks he was inundated by peo¬ 
ple who had seen similar signs on their 
streets. 


FOR a few months at least 
it’ll feel like the world revolves 
around us. If you haven’t worked 
it out by now, then in the words 
of Ron Burgundy, you’re ‘kind of 
a big deal’. 

The reason? You live in the 
West Midlands. And that means 
there’s a very good chance 
you’re either in a ‘key’ marginal 
seat or very close to one. 

All the good news being un¬ 
veiled by the coalition is target¬ 
ed towards places like this. The 
Tories are desperate for you to 
hear that their ‘long term eco¬ 
nomic plan’ is working. 

Labour, meanwhile, wants to 
tell you that the growth we’ve 
been experiencing is benefiting 
only the few and that too many 
of the new jobs are rather miser¬ 
able, zero hours ones. 

For the Conservatives, now 
is the time to be pulling rabbits 
from hats. Education secretary 
Nicky Morgan started her week 
in Walsall, touring Rivers Prima¬ 
ry Academy, one of the schools 
across the country in line for a 
complete rebuild. 

The visit was official govern¬ 
ment business and the local 
Labour MP David Winnick was 
informed. He was also told there 
would be no political candidate 
there. It turned out, however, 
that his Conservative opponent, 
the keen Douglas Hansen Luke, 
was there and sat with Mrs Mor¬ 
gan during her Press interviews. 

Mr Winnick was so annoyed 
he tabled questions in Parlia¬ 
ment only to be told that gov¬ 
ernment officials would not ‘be 
expected to be involved in ar¬ 
rangements with Prospective 
Parliamentary Candidates’. 

There’s certainly nothing to 
suggest anyone did anything 
they should not have done. 

But incumbency has its ad¬ 
vantages. In 2010 Gordon Brown 
launched the Labour manifesto 
from the then brand spanking 
new Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

He was asked if he was doing 
anything wrong using an NHS 
facility for a political launch, only 
to point out that at that stage the 
building was still held by a con¬ 
struction firm and had yet to be 
passed on to the NHS. 

There are some positive things 
that come out at times like this 
as well. George Osborne, for ex¬ 
ample, wants to put £5.2 billion 
into the transport network in the 
Midlands-widening motorways, 
electrifying rail lines and more. 

He wants to tackle the defi¬ 
cit we have in productivity - we 
have 16 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion but only 13 per cent of the 
economic output. 

And there will be new powers 
on skills devolved from Westmin¬ 
ster to local authorities, poten¬ 
tially to the looming combined 
authority for the Black Country 
and Birmingham. It is dangled 
before us as an incentive to stick 
with the Conservatives. 

All most can do is hope the 
wafer thin majorities of some of 
the seats in the Black Country 
result in promises that will be 
kept whoever wins the election.

£20m move for Dudley 
to rejoin rail network 



Dudley transport boss Councillor K 

FOR more than 20 years this 
stretch of derelict railway 
track has lay dormant. 

Under ambitious plans backed by 
Dudley Council, this section of track 
could be transformed for use by light 
rail trains. The trains would reconnect 
Dudley to the national rail network, 
linking the old town centre train sta¬ 
tion at Castle Hill with Dudley Port 
station. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for transport, said: “We have 
a long history of innovative industry 
in Dudley and this demonstrates our

commitment to build on this in the 
future. This fantastic project will help 
link people in Dudley with the rest of 
the country while bringing people into 
the town for the landmark tourists 
sites we have here.” 

The £20 million project is part of a 
partnership between the council and 
Warwick Manufacturing Group, which 
is keen to use Dudley’s disused rail 
lines to test new light rail technology. 

The technology is a development of 
what is currently used on the Stour¬ 
bridge Shuttle, which is known as the 
Parry People Mover and uses flywheel 
energy storage. It could create around 


on track for a rail innovation centre 

45 jobs at the outset with the potential 
to create hundreds more in the future. 

Bids will be made to the Govern¬ 
ment’s Regional Growth Fund and 
Europe to fund the creation of an in¬ 
novation centre at the old Dudley train 
station site on council land at the bot¬ 
tom of Castle Hill. 

One line will be used for testing new 
vehicles, while the other will be for 
passengers. The line used to be on the 
Oxford to Wolverhampton route, but 
Dudley station was closed to passen¬ 
gers 50 years ago and the line to Dud¬ 
ley Port was then used as a freight line 
until the 1980s.

Former offices are being transformed into apartments inside The Landmark 


WORK is on track on a mul¬ 
ti-million pound project to 
transform a former office 
block into apartments. 

More than two-thirds of the 181 
luxury apartments at The Land¬ 
mark — formerly Point North 
offices — at the Waterfront have 
been snapped up. 

One of the penthouse suites has 
been bought by Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers legend Steve Bull. 

Most of the work inside the building 
has been completed. Electrical and 
sewage supplies have been connected 
to each apartment and now work will 
begin on partitioning each home. 

Work began on the apartments in 
July last year. The work is being car¬ 
ried out by developers Seven Capital 
and contractors Colmore Tang. 

Phase 

Sales director Andy Foote said phase 
one of the apartment sales was com¬ 
pleted with phase two due to complete 
at the end of the month. 

Phase three will begin in March with 
the last third of apartments being sold 
off with a 10 per cent price increase. 

Mr Foote said: “Work is going very 
well and we are well on track to com¬ 
plete by November, which has always 
been our target completion date. 

“The major part of the works was 
the engineering work, such as sewage 
and electrics, but that has all been fin¬ 
ished and now we will focus on finish¬ 
ing the apartments. 

Mr Foote said there has been 
around 2,000 enquiries, many regard¬ 
ing rental opportunities. 

“We have had many rental enquir¬ 
ies but currently we are only selling 
apartments to buy,” he said. “Apart¬ 
ments will be available to rent from 
November. It will be a very popular 
spot in Dudley. 


“The price will increase by 10 per 
cent in the third phase and we expect 
all the apartments to be gone by May, 
so anyone thinking of buying, now is 
definitely the time to do it.” 

The total resale value of the prop¬ 
erties will be around £18 million 
with prices starting at £79,000 for a 
one-bedroom apartment. 

A third of the apartments were 


bought up before the first phase had 
even completed, which Seven Capi¬ 
tal’s managing director Phil Carlin 
described as ‘phenomenal’. 

The seven-storey former office block 
will consist of 136 one-bed flats, 37 
two-bed and eight studios including six 
rooftop penthouse apartments. 

The building was empty for five 
years after insurance firm Egg left.

A HOUSEBUILDER is to open a factory mak¬ 
ing ‘modular’ homes in the heart of the Black 
Country. 

The Mar Modular factory in Coseley will build for 
Mar City which has developments in the West Mid¬ 
lands, London and the South East. 

It is already recruiting for at least 20 staff while Mar 
Modular is looking for people with experience in the 


building industry as well as 
unskilled staff who it will 
train.

It is in discussions with 
a number of parties about 
potential joint venture new 
build developments. Mar 
City’s current production 
capability with its exclusive 
manufacturing partner will

allow the group to build up 
to 1,000 modular homes a 
year. The factory will ena¬ 
ble it to augment this pro¬ 
duction capacity. 

Tony Ryan, chief execu¬ 
tive of Mar City, said: “We 
now have a strong pipeline 
where we are in discussions 
with a number of poten¬ 
tial joint venture partners 
and we are also developing 
plans to increase our home 
building capacity through 
the development of our own 
production facilities.” 

The company is currently 
building homes in Cranford 
Street, Smethwick; Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Tipton; Leamore, 
Walsall and Birmingham 
Road, Lichfield. 

It plans to build more 
than 700 homes on the Eco 
Park site at Bean Road, 
Coseley and also has pro¬ 
posals for 248 at Hall Green 
Road, West Bromwich, 211 
at Darkhouse Lane, Coseley 
and 38 at Mill Street, Great 
Bridge. 

The Bean Road, Coseley 
development is on a short¬ 
list of the 29 areas to be¬ 
come one of England’s first 
10 housing zones outside 
London.

Concern over deaf pupils 


ALMOST two-thirds of deaf 
children in the West Midlands 
have left secondary school 
having failed to hit national 
GCSE benchmarks. 

The figures, released by the De¬ 
partment for Education, show 36 
per cent of non-deaf pupils fail to 
hit the same targets. 

The National Deaf Children’s Soci¬ 


ety (NDCS) called the gap ‘disturbing’. 

The society said that local authori¬ 
ties in England have reported a contin¬ 
ued drop in the numbers of qualified 
Teachers of the Deaf. 

This was particularly concerning 
given that the numbers of deaf chil¬ 
dren in England has risen to over 
40,600 this year. 

Commenting on the West Midlands 
figures, Susan Daniels, CEO at NDCS, 
said: “Deafness is not a learning dis¬ 


ability so having a widening gap in 
GCSE attainment is simply unaccept¬ 
able. 

“The dwindling support from local 
authorities for Teachers of the Deaf is 
resulting in deaf children being set up 
to fail and lagging behind throughout 
their education. 

“It’s crucial that the Government 
takes action to clarify how local au¬ 
thorities will be properly held to ac¬ 
count for failing deaf children.”

Display backtracks on 
railways' colourful past 


BITTER disputes, a fatal ac¬ 
cident and the unstoppable 
growth of industry - Wolver¬ 
hampton’s railways have a 
colourful past. 

And now the untold stories of 
the city’s network are being re¬ 
vealed in a new exhibition. 

The event at Bantock House Mu¬ 
seum looks at the origin of railways 
in Wolverhampton and the important 
role they have played in the city’s de¬ 
velopment. 

A range of artefacts, documents and 
information are displayed in the exhi¬ 
bition, with recordings of steam trains 
providing the soundtrack. The exhib¬ 
its were loaned to the museum by rail¬ 
way historians Simon Dewey, Mervyn 
Srodzinsky and Ned Williams. 

Steam trains were built in Wolver¬ 
hampton at the Stafford Road Loco¬ 
motive Works near Dunstall, which 
opened in 1849 and where the new 
2-2-2 express single locomotives were 
created in 1859. In 1864 a new super-

intendent joined the works and devel¬ 
oped a new way of working by which 
new parts were added to old locomo¬ 
tives - which became known as the 
‘Wolverhampton style.’ 

This is just one of the fascinating 
stories told through the exhibition, 
which also charts the history of bitter 
disputes on the lines over years. 

Importance 

The importance of the line led to 
the so-called ‘railway battles’ - two 
disputes between the Shrewsbury & 
Birmingham Railway (SBR) and the 
London & North Western Railway 
(LNWR) over agreements to use the 
Stour Valley line through to the high 
level station in Wolverhampton. 

The first battle took place in 1850 
when workmen from the rival com¬ 
panies confronted each other and the 
mayor, policeman and the military 


armed with bayonets had to intervene. 

The second battle followed a year 
later which took place just south of 
Wolverhampton’s current station. 

An SBR train arrived in Wolver¬ 
hampton around 9am and departed 
shortly after. It didn’t get far though 
as the LNWR had blocked the line 
with two locomotives.The firm had 
also derailed another locomotive and 
removed parts of track. 

Both sets of workmen confronted 
each other and the SBR train tried to 
push the LNWR train down the line 
but to no avail. The mayor, police and 
military again had to intervene. 

Other historic events covered in¬ 
cluded a crash at the Portobello junc¬ 
tion in 1899 in which two railway 
workers died. 

Artefacts on show include a model 
steam engine - built in 1891 to de¬ 
fend a court case relating to emissions 
of sparks, and a plaque from a train 
named after Wrottesley Hall in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The exhibition, called One The 
Right Tracks, ends on May 10.

Residents in the dark 
over road name history 


LEGEND has it that Oliver 
Cromwell fired cannons at 
Dudley Castle from the sur¬ 
rounding streets lending 
Cromwell Drive its name. 

Historians have subsequently 
disputed this, arguing the guns at 
the time were incapable of caus¬ 
ing damage from such a distance. 

But it is true that Cromwell was 
locked in a battle in Cawney Hill in 
1644, and used Kates Hill as his base 
against King Charles I. 

Resident Tony Cartwright, aged 68, 
said: “I have heard the stories that 
this is where Cromwell cannoned the 
castle. That is why there are roads 
around here named after him. 

“I don’t think a lot of people around 
here, especially the young ones, would 
know about it.” 

Bryan Morton, 70, said: “It is called 
that because Cromwell came up here. 
They went from here to the castle and 
they shot cannons from here. 


Swords 


“There are stories that there used to 
be an area near here where the soldiers 
would dance and drag their swords. I 
was born and bred here so I’ve heard 
all the stories over the years.” 

The 18th century Blenheim Palace 
in Oxfordshire was the birthplace of 
Winston Churchill, and has become a 
popular tourist destination. 

So is this where the name of Blen¬ 
heim Road in Kingswinford came 
from? 

Blenheim Palace was built as a re¬ 
ward to John Churchill, The First 
Duke of Marlborough, for his military 
triumphs against the French and Ba¬ 
varians during the War of the Spanish 
Succession, culminating in the 1704 
Battle of Blenheim. But residents were 
at a loss over its significance. 

Dental nurse Danielle Rainsford, 23,

said: “I’ve not long moved here and I 
hadn’t noticed the link to the war. I 
don’t know anything about it.” 

And Leanne Lees, 35, who has lived 
there for 10 years, added: “I never 
realised there was a link. I’d never 
thought about it. I don’t know any¬ 
thing about the Battle of Blenheim.” 


John Edwards, 66, a retired en¬ 
gineer, has lived there 43 years but 
said he did not believe any of the road 
names had any significance. 

Alan Smith, 65, said: “I’ve lived here 
for 30 years and I don’t know. I know 
about Blenheim Palace but not the 
battle. I’m going to look it up now.”

Ambulance 
trust bids 


to keep 
ill service 


WEST Midlands Ambulance 
Service will seek to contin¬ 
ue running the NHS 111 
number for up to five more 
years. 

The non-emergency num¬ 
ber endured a troubled start 
when it was launched in 
2013, leading to the ambu¬ 
lance service taking it on 
from NHS Direct. 

The ambulance service 
now answers 111 calls for 
Birmingham, Solihull, the 
Black Country, Shropshire, 
Herefordshire, Coventry 
and Warwickshire. 

Since it took over the run¬ 
ning more than one million 
calls have been made and 
the trust which runs West 
Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice has taken the first step 
in its bid to retain the NHS 
111 contract for the region. 

Commissioners set a 
deadline of early January 
to submit a pre-qualifica¬ 
tion questionnaire which 
sets out the basis of why the 
trust should be allowed to 
bid for the contract. 

And the trust’s clinical 
commissioning chief Mark 
Docherty said bosses would 
do ‘everything we can’ to 
continue running 111 from 
its Dudley base. 

He said: “As a trust we 
are committed to winning 
the contract and will do 
everything we can to win 
the bidding process.”

Crossing upgraded

A CROSSING along a busy Black Country road has been 
upgraded following claims motorists were failing to stop 
for pedestrians. 

Residents have been battling for action at the crossing in 
Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, for nearly two years - raising a 
petition containing around 500 signatures. 

Councillors said work on the zebra crossing, near 
Mount Tabor church, had now taken place with flashing 
LED lights being added to the columns. Metal ‘halos’ also 
equipped with small flashing lights have been installed 
around the orange beacons. 

Other measures in the pipeline include improved mark¬ 
ings and anti-skid surfacing. 

Councillors said replacing the zebra crossing with a pel¬ 
ican crossing remained an option if problems continued. 

Residents launched the campaign after complaints mo¬ 
torists were not stopping - even when pedestrians were 
already on it. Councillor Keiran Casey, ward member for 
Upper Gornal and Woodsetton, has been leading the cam¬ 
paign along with fellow councillor Adam Aston. 

He said: “It is hoped these upgrades, with flashing lights 
added to the columns and beacons, will deal with that issue. 


Creatures on 
loan at college 


A MINI zoo has arrived at Dudley College. 
The array of exotic animals is on loan from 
the Owl & Falconry Sanctuary at Halfpen¬ 
ny Green, near Wolverhampton. 

They include bearded dragons and giant 
African land snails. 

Animal care students will be learning 
more about looking after the creatures 
which also include pythons, giant milli¬ 
pedes, cockroaches, turtles and an albino 
hedgehog. 

The students who are in the process of 
transforming a classroom into an animal 
house, to help them understand the feeding, 
handling, behaviour, housing and health¬ 
care needs of exotic species. 

They will also learn about animal welfare 
and how to maintain animal accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Helen Newton, curriculum manager for 
the college’s animal care courses said: “It’s 
essential our students get first-hand expe¬ 
rience handling and caring for a range of 
animals whilst they study with us.” 


Free shingles 
vaccine offer 


PEOPLE aged 70 to 80 are being offered a 
vaccination against shingles. 

GPs are offering the vaccine for free at 
surgeries across Dudley borough. 

Unlike the flu jab, the shingles vaccine is 
only needed once. 

Shingles is a painful rash caused by the 
same virus that causes chickenpox, and is 
most common in older people. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for health, said: “For 
most people, shingles can be a mild infec¬ 
tion with good recovery, but for others it 
can be very painful and uncomfortable. 

“The vaccine reduces the risk of getting 
the illness, but for those who do get it, their 
symptoms may be milder and the illness 
shorter than if they weren’t protected. 

“If you haven’t already been vaccinated, 
please get in touch with your GP surgery to 
make an appointment.”

A FORMER Dudley hospital 
worker says new govern¬ 
ment measures to help NHS 
whistleblowers speak up 
over concerns will do noth¬ 
ing to stop staff being victim¬ 
ised. 

All NHS trusts will have to appoint 
a guardian to help whistleblowers in 
England and a National Independent 
Officer will be appointed to oversee 
disputes, under reforms proposed by 
Sir Robert Francis. 

But no hospital bosses will face ac¬ 
tion over historical cases where whis¬ 
tleblowers have been bullied, hounded 
out of their jobs, and left with their 
careers in tatters for speaking out. 

David Ore claimed he lost his job 
at Dudley Group of Hospitals after he 
alleged patients were being inappro¬ 
priately restrained. An independent 
investigation cleared the hospital of 
any wrongdoing and the trust said he

lost his job for gross misconduct. Mr 
Ore, aged 58, is still out of work and 
unable to get a job. 

He said: “I don’t think this report 
will make a blind bit of difference. 

“I am bitterly disappointed that the 
government will not investigate for¬ 
mer cases but I guess it would be too 
embarrassing for them. 

“Unless there are clear criminal 
sanction for NHS bosses who treat 
whistleblowers with contempt and 
ruin their careers then there is no way 
forward.” 

Mr Ore managed security staff 
across the three hospitals run by the 
Dudley Group of Hospitals, but was 
suspended in November 2012 and 
sacked five months later after a dis¬ 
ciplinary hearing. He won an appeal 
but was again ordered out on ‘special 


leave’. The parties eventually settled 
out of court. 

Sir Robert, who led the public 
inquiry into the Stafford Hospital 
scandal, also said a new national of¬ 
ficer should be appointed to help the 
guardians. 

But Mr Ore is disappointed that a 
new National Independent Officer 
proposed by the review will not be 
tasked with investigating historical 
cases such as his. 


Ambitions 


The government immediately ac¬ 
cepted all of Sir Robert’s recommen¬ 
dations. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt said: 
“If we don’t get the culture right we 
will never deliver the ambitions we 
have for the NHS.” 

And he added legislation to ensure 
whistleblowers were not discriminated 
against when they went for other jobs 
would also be introduced.

Interview by Danny Farragher 


THERE are two things which 
quickly become obvious 
about folk musicians Kathryn 
Roberts and Sean Lakeman. 

First they are passionate about their 
music; second they are a duo in every 
sense, whether playing live, song writ¬ 
ing, putting together an album or being 
parents - they are a team. 

Even when talking to them individu¬ 
ally, each is repeatedly referring to the 
other and the roles they take in their 
shared life and work. 

“We work really well together,” con¬ 
firms Lakeman, who is from Devon. 
“Kathryn is really creative and good at 
coming up with sparks and ideas, and I 
am quite good at fleshing them out and 
bringing them together as a package 
and giving them a sound. 

“We work well as a team in all as¬ 
pects, not just in the song writing but in 
the live gigs and all sorts. We’ve both 
got different strengths and we play to 
those individually. 

“Kathryn is very good at sparking 
ideas. For example the song about the 
52 hertz whale, (a track from their lat¬ 
est album Tomorrow Will Follow Today) 
came from a science journal.” 

Roberts comes across as a vora¬ 
cious reader. 

“I never actively set out to look for a 
subject for songs,” admits the former 
Barnsley lass who lives in Tavistock 
with husband Sean and their twin sev- 
en-year-old daughters Lily and Poppy. 
“I do read an awful lot and I am very 
undiscerning. I tend to hoover up 
everything I can whether it’s online, in 
a library or just with our own books 
at home. There is always something 
which triggers an idea; makes me think 
‘Ooh, I wonder if we could give that a 
little more depth, could that become

a song?’ I have never consciously 
thought, Today I will look for an in¬ 
teresting story that we can turn into a 
song and that will be today’s job done’, 
I have never been able to work like that. 

“At home I have a big folder of ideas 
and half-formed stories for songs and 
I tend to sit down with Sean and say 
right is there anything which catches 
your fancy or piques your interest. 

Excited 

“Then we take it from there. 

“We have both got to feel excited 
and enthused, because if one of us is 
only half-heartedly into something you 
don’t get a really good response and, 
you’re not really giving it your all. I have 
so many ideas in this folder that I don’t 
care if Sean says. ‘Nah, not that one 
and turns the page’, it’s fine, there’s 
another one there and I am quite happy 
for it to work in that way.” 

Once that process is started this is 
where Lakeman’s strengths for produc¬ 
ing come into play. He has been in the 
music industry since he was a child. 
The elder brother of Seth and Sean, he 
has been an integral part of what many 


would class as a folk dynasty as well as 
a highly respected musician in his own 
right. Sean has produced their latest 
album, released on February 23, and 
his experience and passion for what 
he does means he is in demand in the 
studio and is respected throughout the 
industry. Perhaps one of the reasons 
for this that when it comes to putting 
tracks together, going through the mo¬ 
tions is not on his agenda. 

“I am passionate about what I do, 
and if you are making a record then it’s 
all consuming, so unless you feel that 
passion about the music, or artist or 
material then you are not doing your¬ 
self or the artist justice. 

“I enjoy just bringing out better per¬ 
formances from people, that’s what’s 
satisfying, and to be able to take peo¬ 
ple to places where they didn’t think 
they could go by themselves.” 

Tomorrow Will Follow Today is re¬ 
leased on the Iscream label on Febru¬ 
ary 23. 

Roberts and Lakeman are at the 
Kitchen Garden Cafe, Birmingham 
on February 22 at 8pm, doors open 
7.30pm and tickets are £10.

Hopefuls aim to step 
in the right direction 


F or some celebrities, squeezing 
themselves into a revealing 
outfit, getting coated in fake tan, 
and then shimmying around on 
national TV is practically their job 
description, so signing up for Strictly 
Come Dancing probably feels like 
just another day at the office. 

However, for members of the 
public, the chance to enter the 
sequinned, glamorous world of 
televised ballroom dancing is a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity - 
which is where The People’s Strictly 
comes in. 

Last year, viewers were asked to 
nominate someone who they 
thought deserved the chance to trip 
the light fantastic. Out of the 
thousands of names put forward, six 
inspirational people were ultimately 
chosen, all of whom have worked 
selflessly to improve the lives of 
others. 

Over the next four weeks, we’ll see 
them learn to dance and perform a 
routine, culminating in one of them 
being crowned a champion as part 
of Comic Relief, but in this opening 
edition we start by meeting three of 
the remarkable contestants. 


Lance Corporal Cassidy Little is a 
33-year-old former Royal Marine 
medic, who lost his right leg below 
the knee during a tour of Afghanistan 
in the summer of 2011. Despite his 
own horrific injuries, Cassidy 
attempted to tend to his colleagues 
on the ground after the attack, and is 
also credited with lifting the spirits of 
his fellow injured Marines during their 
intensive rehabilitation. 

In 1999, Michael Pattie tragically 
lost his 13-year-old son Dave to 
meningitis, and since then has 
worked tirelessly to raise money for 
the Meningitis Research Foundation. 
His charity fundraisers have included 
Strictly-themed events in his native 
Dumfries, but now he’s about to 
experience the real thing. 

Meanwhile, Heather Parsons set 
up a charity to support intensive care 
patients and their families, inspired 
by her own experiences. It keeps her 
busy and she barely gets any time to 
herself - apart from on a Saturday 
evening when a certain pro-celebrity 
dance contest is on. 

She says: “It’s every little girl’s 
dream to be in that sparkly outfit, 
being waltzed around the dance floor 


with a lovely partner and Strictly 
makes that dream a reality for a 
couple of hours on a Saturday 
evening.” 

Now, she’s about to get to 
experience it for herself as she’s told 
that she’s been chosen to take part 
in a suitably flamboyant manner. 

Once they’ve all got over the 
shock, it’s time to start training with 
their professional partners. They 
need to work hard, as in the third 
episode they and fellow contestants 
Philip Barnett, Trishna Bharadia and 
Anna Kennedy OBE, will face their 
first challenge - showing Craig 
Revel-Horwood what they’ve learned 
so far. 

He’ll give them a few pointers to 
work on, but the good news is that 
he won’t actually be judging them. 
Due to a prior commitment, he’s 
going to be Australia, and his place 
on the panel will be taken by Strictly 
favourite Anton du Beke who will join 
Darcey Bussell, Bruno Tonioli and 
head judge Len Goodman. 

Perhaps there are some parts of 
the Strictly experience that are best 
left to the celebs after all...

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New Honda 
Civic Type R 
to be unveiled 
at Geneva

The all-new British built Honda Civic Type R 
- which will make its world premiere at the 
2015 Geneva Motor Show - will feature a host 
of eye-catching design enhancements that 
have been heavily influenced by extensive 
aerodynamic development and testing, both 
on computer and in the wind tunnel. The re¬ 
sult is a car with exceptional high speed sta¬ 
bility and high levels of downforce. 

The superior aerodynamic performance helps make the 
most of the Civic Type R’s 2.0-litre direct injection VTec 
Turbo engine, enabling the car to achieve a top speed of 
270km/h (167mph), unrivalled amongst its front wheel-drive 
competitors. 

A new, almost completely flat underside aids airflow un¬ 
der the vehicle and combines with a rear diffuser to optimise 
downforce - effectively ‘sucking’ the car onto the road. A 
bespoke rear wing gives the car enhanced visual presence 
and delivers powerful additional downforce, thanks notably 
to the structure of its airfoil section. 

A wide front splitter and deep side skirts also manage air¬ 
flow and reduce lift, while the front bumper has been shaped 
specifically to inhibit air turbulence around the front wheels, 
cutting drag and enhancing high-speed stability. 

To help the driver manage the Type R’s prodigious power, 
the car is equipped with a high performance Brembo brake 
package, developed specifically for the car. At the front, 
four-piston calipers apply braking force to 350mm drilled 
discs. New 19in alloy wheels, unique to the Type R, com¬ 
plement the visual changes, filling the wheel arches and ac¬ 
commodating the larger brakes. 

Focus 

Heat management was another major focus for the de¬ 
sign team, influencing several prominent external design 
modifications. Enlarged upper and lower grilles in the front 
bumper, vents above the wheels on the front quarter pan¬ 
els and vents at the trailing edges of the front wheel arches 
combine to provide greater cooling and ventilation for the 
high-output engine. 

Leon Brannan, head of car, Honda (UK) said: “We’ve al¬ 
ready seen huge customer interest for this much anticipated 
and unique car with over 100 orders already in the bank. 
With the release of these new technical details I think we can 
expect many more.” 

The Civic Type R will be unveiled at Geneva Motor Show 
in Championship White - a colour shared with successive 
generations of iconic Type R vehicles. 

Meanwhile Honda’s new entry into Europe’s fast-growing 
small SUV segment - The HR-V - will be on our roads later 
this year. 

The unique exterior design of the new HR-V prototype 
echoes that of a coupe, with sharp, dynamic lines that link 
the sleek upper body with the stable and planted lower 
body. This coupe-esque elegance is achieved without com¬ 
promising the interior practicality of the car. 

The HR-V features a centre fuel tank location to create 
one of the most spacious and adaptable small SUV cabins. 
Honda Magic Seats make use of this versatility by enabling 
a wide range of seating configurations, with the ability to fold 
the second row seats completely flat for added cargo space. 

The HR-V will go on sale in the UK in the summer.#

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New SR7s now available

New, top-value SR7 versions of 
four favourite Kia models are 
available across the company’s 
dealer network. 

Every SR7 has a higher specifica¬ 
tion than the 2014 VR7 special-edition 
models. 

LED daytime running lights, cornering 
lights, front foglights, automatic headlight 
control, privacy glass, UV-reducing solar 
glass, dual-zone automatic air condition¬ 
ing and roof rails are the highlights of the 
equipment additions, depending on mod¬ 
el. There are also new alloy wheels and 
colour options. 

This is just the start of a list of new mod¬ 
els, facelifts and product enhancements 
during 2015, spearheaded by a new Sor- 
ento. There will be a new grade ‘4’ version 
of the Carens; facelifts for the Rio and Ven- 
ga; an Alpine Edition Sportage and further 
options with the Soul Mixx and Maxx. 

The Rio and Venga SR7 will be based on 
the respective facelifted models now in UK 
showrooms. The Rio SR7 is available as a 
three- or five-door with an 84bhp, 1,25-li- 
tre petrol engine, or as a five-door with a 
1.1 -litre diesel featuring Kia’s ISG stop/start 
system. In each case the SR7 sits between 
the normal ‘1 Air’ and ‘2’ grades in the line¬ 
up. 

The Rio SR7 features automatic head¬ 
light control, privacy glass on the rear win¬ 
dows and tailgate and UV-reducing solar 
glass in addition to the highlights from last 
year’s VR7 of air conditioning, reversing 
sensors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearshifter, Bluetooth, USB and AUX 
ports, electrically-adjustable heated door 


mirrors and electric windows (all four on 
five-door versions). It has the same pre¬ 
mium black cloth upholstery fitted to the 
latest ‘2’ and ‘3’ trim grades, and bespoke 
15in alloy wheels. 

The Venga SR7 is available with 89bhp 
1.4-litre petrol and diesel engines. ISG is 
fitted to the petrol unit. The SR7 sits be¬ 
tween ‘1 Air’ and ‘2’ trim grades and has 
automatic headlight control and privacy 
glass on the rear windows and tailgate 
in addition to the VR7 key features of 
air conditioning, reversing sensors, Blue¬ 
tooth, USB and AUX ports, electrically-ad¬ 
justable heated door mirrors and electric 
windows. 

Striking 

The upholstery is the striking new 
Houndstooth cloth with red stitching from 
the facelifted Venga ‘T and ‘1 Air’, with the 
stitching echoed in the leather-trimmed 
steering wheel and gearshifter. The stylish 
16in alloy wheels are the same as those fit¬ 
ted to Venga ‘2’, ‘3’ and ‘4’ grades, while 
the one solid paint option (Arctic White) 
and three metallics (Silver Storm, Phantom 
Black and Infra Red) are those offered with 
the latest Venga ‘1 ’ and ‘1 Air’. 

The new pro-cee’d SR7 slots just below 
the regular ‘S’ grade, while the cee’d and 
cee’d Sportswagon SR7 fit between regu¬ 
lar tiers ‘1 ’ and ‘2’. All three body styles are 
available with a 98bhp, 1.4-litre petrol en¬ 
gine, while the five-door cee’d also offers 
an 89bhp, 1.4-litre diesel. 

Every version has LED daytime running 
lights, cornering lights, front foglights, au¬ 
tomatic headlight control and privacy glass 
on the rear windows and tailgate which 
were not available on the 2014 VR7. Key 
features carried over include air condition-

ing, reversing sensors, a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel and gearshifter, Bluetooth, 
USB and AUX ports, electrically-adjustable 
heated door mirrors and electric windows 
(all four on five-door versions). The uphol¬ 
stery is black Abstract, also found on the 
level‘T cee’d and Sportswagon, while the 
double-five-spoke 16in alloy wheels repli¬ 
cate those on the cee’d ‘2’ and ‘3’. 

The Carens SR7 offers buyers the 
choice of two direct-injection engines - the 
1.6-litre GDi petrol unit or the 1.7-litre CRDi 
diesel. Both are fitted with ISG to maxim¬ 
ise fuel economy and minimise C02 emis¬ 
sions. This brings the C02 output of the 


SR7 1.6 GDi down to 120g/km - the lowest 
in the Carens range. 

Standard premium features include LED 
daytime running lights, front foglights, 
automatic headlight control, 16in alloy 
wheels, privacy glass on the rear windows 
and tailgate, premium cloth seats, revers¬ 
ing sensors, dual automatic air condition¬ 
ing and roof rails. 

The new grade ‘4’ version of the Carens, 
powered by the 134bhp, 1.7-litre CRDi en¬ 
gine paired with either a six-speed manual 
or six-speed automatic transmission, has 
been added at the top of the range to re¬ 
place the former ‘3 Sat Nav’ model.

I have to put my hands up - I am a 
bit of a car snob when it comes to 
estates. Many of the family orien¬ 
tated and middle of the road ones 
are, well, just plain boring and dull. 
Dull to look at because they are 
just the saloon version with a bit 
added on without thought to style, 
and to drive. Although, don’t get 
me wrong, they do just what they 
are intended to. 

Move up the price scale and there are 
some great estates. Ones that look fan¬ 
tastic because more thought has gone 
into the design and ones which are so 
pleasing to get behind the wheel of and 
hit the road.

There are some exceptions, however, and 
the 308 SW from Peugeot is one. It is based on 
the multi awarding winning 308 which is cur¬ 
rently European Car of the Year - an award that 
was very well deserved. 

The Peugeot 308 SW is that rarity - a com¬ 
pact estate car that not only looks good but 
is practical too. It also has a classy interior, a 
state-of-the-art chassis and excellent efficiency 
numbers. Forget what you thought you knew 
about small estates. This one comes with a 
rare injection of desirability. And indeed attract¬ 
ed high praise indeed from one of my friends 
who is even more picky about her cars! 

The 308 SW rides on the same chassis as 
the hatch and the ride is refined with a relaxed 
gait. There’s no bouncing about even on the 
single and rather off the beaten track roads the 
sat nav took me to during a trip to the Forest 
of Dean. The electrically-assisted power steer¬ 
ing is geared towards ease of use rather than 
detailed feedback. It makes the 308 SW com¬ 
fortable around town in the sort of usage it will 
mostly see. And I like the compact steering 
wheel which makes it feel quite sporty. 

The petrol engine line up is based around 
a PureTech 1.2-litre e-THP three-cylinder en¬ 
gine offering either 110 or 130bhp. The diesel 
option is a 1.6-litre turbo with a base version 
with 92bhp or an e-HDi model with 115bhp 
and Stop-Start. Next up are the new genera¬ 
tion BlueHDi diesels, either a 1.6 with 120bhp 
or a 2.0-litre unit with 150bhp, the latter with the 
option of auto transmission. 

It’s hardly surprising that the 308 SW scores 
highly as Peugeot has a track record in this 
sector. Since the arrival of the 304 in 1969, 
every generation of the 300 series has includ¬ 
ed an estate variant and estates tend to mop 
up around 10 per cent of C-segment cars. This 
one might account for a little more than one 
in ten Peugeot 308 sales. There’s usually a 
lot of nonsense spoken by car stylists but the 
buzzwords around the 308 SW really do ring 



true. Stretched, slender, fluid and dynamic, 

it’s anything but your usual hatchback with an 
afterthought of a bigger boot rather clumsily 
attached. 

There’s plenty of space in the back, 660-li- 
tres, which includes 70-litres of storage under 
the floor. Fold down the Magic Flat rear seats 
which allow instant folding of both parts of the 
rear seat which provide a flat floor and 1,660-li- 
tres of luggage space. Space and practicality 
are enhanced by the vertical side walls which 
have minimal wheel arch intrusion. Plus the 
load sill is among the lowest of any estate car. 
Prices start from around £17,000 and all mod¬ 
els include Bluetooth, air conditioning and a 
DAB radio. One of the biggest attractions of 
the interior is the 9.7-inch multi-function info¬ 
tainment touchscreen but you don’t get that on 
the entry Access level. 

The range-topping Feline model gets leather 
and Alcantara seats, or you can pay a bit more 


and go for full leather. This features subtle 

stitching, some impressive fluting and a par¬ 
ticularly comfortable shape. The optional elec¬ 
tric adjustment includes a variable massage 
function. Open the cover on the panoramic 
full-length glass roof and you feel you are in a 
swanky limo. 

Minus point for me is the electric parking 
brake - perhaps it’s an age thing about feeling 
uncomfortable with it - but the one fitted to the 
308 is better than others. 

No diesel engine in the 308 SW range emits 
more than lllg/km. The new BlueHDi 1.6-li- 
tre 120bhp diesel which, when linked to a six- 
speed manual gearbox, records a combined 
cycle fuel consumption figure of 88.3mpg and 
emissions of 85g/km; a record in the segment. 

The 308 SW is that rarest of things; a com¬ 
pact estate with genuine style. If you want 
style, practicality, performance and space in 
one option it may just be up your street.
